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A young western deer hunter, tall, b road 
shouldered and muscular, just from the 
forests of Michigan and Wisconsin, was met 
at the Mansion house, Staton Island, b y a 
reporter and nsk«*«l for Homo part ietdars 
ab out hunting the deer. 
“ There arc nearly os many deer us <*v« 
in the wo<x!h of the northwest,” he sai« 
“and they are very wild. 
Shooting them is 
the popular sport with us, und there art 
many men who make a living ut it. 
Th 
weight of the deer killtsi out there runs from 
150 to 300 jKiunds. 
Tho way we hunt tin 
• is this: They have what wo call runways 
that is, well defined paths leading from their 
different grazing grounds to aereekor river. 
We find these runways and station ourselves 
in the woods adjoining. 
A man is detail« 
to take tho dogs and go a mile or so ahead 
to start tho doer from tho foodiug ground 
The animals at once take to their necustomed 
runways and are then shot b y the hunters 
stationed in the woixls. 
It is no easy mat 
ter to kill n deer when it is running, for you 
almost always shoot too high. 
When a deer 
is opjiosite to you if you whist le or make an 
unusual sound their great sense of curiosity 
will freq uently cause them to stop and then 
is the time t«> shoot. 
The deer hunting sea 
son extends from < )rtolx?r to Decemb er. Not 
long ago I saw two deer shot with one shot. 
One was a large b uck weighing fully 250 
pounds, and the other a doe of prob ab ly 175 
pounds, weight. They were running side b y 
side and the hunter was standing only a few 
rods from the runway.” 
“ Do they fight when wounded?” 
“ Indeed they do. 
lx*t a wounded b uck 
get at you once and it is almost certain 
« loath. 
Their hoofs are as sharp as knives, 
and they use them as their weajsms, jump­ 
ing on and striking you with them. 
I have 
known of old and experienced hunters Iming 
mode to climb trees to get out of the way of 
a wounded b uck. 
You want to see a « leer 
kill u rattlesnake. 
A rattlesnake cannot 
strike until it is coiled up. 
The deer seems 
to know this and when the sunk« » is fully 
coiled, ready to strike, the deer will first go 
round and round the snake, keeping the snake 
whirling around, and suddenly draw its feet 
together and springing up into tho air with 
a b ound come down with its full weight uj» on 
the snake, cutting it to pieces.” 


t h e “ b u ck f e v e r . ” 
“ What is tho ‘buck fev er’?” 
“ It is a sudden trembling and loss of nerv e 
when a doer first comes in rang e. 
Ev ery 
one g ets it at first, and ov en old hunters g ot 
it, shaking an« l trembling as if they had tho 
ag ue. 
Yes, I had it tho first time I went 
out. 
Being inex perienced I was placed on 
the runway in an out of tho way spot, whore 
the deer was not ex pected to come. 
But as 
luck would hav e it, tho dog s drov e the ani­ 
mal directly to where I was. 
It was a larg e 
doe and ran up to within fifteen f«*ot of me 
and stopped and g azed at me in g roat curios­ 
ity . 
To say that I was ex cited does not half 
tell tho wray I felt. I had my g un in my 
hand and raised to my shoulder, but I could 
not for the life of me pull tho trig g er.” 
“ Hav e y ou known women to shoot doer? ” 
“ Oh, y es. 
I remember of one cast» of a 
splendid shot. Tho woman was in her shanty , 
and hearing a noise outside looked out. 
There stood a big buck six or sev en rods 
from the door. 
She g rasped her husband’s 
rifle and aiming carefullly killed it at the 
first shot. 
She was v ery proud of her suc­ 
cess, I can tell y ou. 
Speaking of women, 
this trait of curiosity in a deer, one would 
say , shows a remarkably feminine character­ 
istic. 
They will risk their liv es often to 
g ratify it. 
I recall that riding throug h th« 
woods just before I came away three larg e 
deer ahead of us stopped and g azed at us 
until ire were within twenty feet of them, 
then would run ahead and ag ain wait for us 
to catch up. 
They did this for a long dis­ 
tance. 
We had no rifles or we could easily 
hav e killed them. 
Why , I’v e seen them so 
interested in a g ay ly dressed lumberman that 
they would let tho man g et almost close 
enoug h to kill them with his ax ; and in the 
lumber camp at nig lit, when the men aro 
sing ing and ‘cutting up,’ tho deer will often 
come close up to the shanty to try to g et a 
look in. 
There is one characteristic about a 
deer that few people know of—that is, their 
sneaking propensity .* 
Instead of at once 
boldly taking cov er when pursued they will 
crouch down and sneak away . 
They g et 
easily confused, too. 
I hav e come on to a 
deer suddenly and surprise has caused it to 
run around in a circle of three or four rods, 
diameter sev eral times.” —New York Mail 
end Sx prem.

b right and sjiarkling and extrennly expres­ 
sive*. 
Many ib ises ot markeii g«»o«l looks can 
b e seen among them, while intelligent and 
pleasing manners are general characteris­ 
tics. 
The family relations existing b etween 
these people are somewhat difficult to deter­ 
mine. 
This arises from the fact that when 
a man takes a wife he may retain her 
as 
long as Im pleases or she may leave him 
mid ob tain another protector. 
Instances 
when* the woman never leaves her first 
protector nr<* rare. 
While the mother is always the first to b e 
consult« *« ! b efore any marital arrangements 
are entered upon, a journey undertaken, or 
trading engaged in, the fath« *rs final as­ 
sent is the one to b e ob tained. 
But living 
as thes« * Mutes do in community, each one s 
affairs b e« *omo his neighb or's, and every one 
has something to say in another's affairs. 
Garrulity is a prominent trait among the 
women, who are q uite on a par with their 
civilize« ! sisters in retailing gossip and scan­ 
dal, 
When a man desires to b ecome jios- 
sessod of a girl to share his fortunes, over­ 
tures are made to her parents and herself. 
» Should acq uiescence b e ob tained, pnsents 
of skins and f<xxl are made to tho girl's pa­ 
rents and she b ecomes his spouse. » Such emo­ 
tions as love, tenderness, or endearment are 
unknown, the woman is simply reganled as 
a worker, to sew and cook and b ear chil 
dren. 
Unless she b y force of character ob ­ 
tains some influence over the man. li« *r lot is 
anything b ut enviab le. Ujxm the least fit of 
anger ujxm his part cuffs, b lows and kicks 
aro showeml upon her, b ut th<is<* do not 
create much astonishment in the village, 
simply forming a theme of gossip among 
th« * old women. 
A b elief in the presence of evil spirits con 
stitutes the only religious ideas among tin. 
Mutes. 
There « re among them indivhiuals 
called 
toonraehs, corresponding 
to the 
shaman of the » Sib erian trib es. If a person 
is sick b efore the whaling season com 
mences. or n child is b orn b efore going on 
a journey or b uilding a hous« *, the services 
of tho shaman is called in req uisition. 
Tin* 
modus operandi in every case is very simi­ 
lar. 
The shaman, after a long sjm*U of 
silence, suddenly b egins to roll Ids eyes, con­ 
vulsive shakes pervade his frame, and lie 
gives utterance to various groans and sighs 
intermingle« ! wth sentences pertaining to the 
sub ject ujMin which he is engaged. 
During 
the time of his |>er forma nee a continuous 
b oating ujxin a drum is kept up. 
Toward 
the end paroxysms, or rather convulsions of 
exaltation similar 
to what have b een «1«*- 
scrilx*il as prevailing at the finale of a Nhok- 
er meeting, are exhib ited b y the shaman. 
Froth exudes from his mouth, his eyes glare 
and roll, and hi»s whole frame is contorted. 
Perspiration pours from his ^aeo, and he is 
entirely exhausted. 
The loud invocations 
to the evil spirits to vacate the b ody of tho 
sicK person, or to drive them 
away from 
the sea to enab le the whales or seals to ar­ 
rive, b oom© g radually sub dued, dying away 
into incoherent muttering s. 
Then after a 
while he regains his composure, compla­ 
cently smokes b is pipe, and receives his pay 
for services performed. 
If the operation is 
performed ov er a sick person and recovery 
does not ensuo the pay ment made is re­ 
turned, a custom that might b e adv an­ 
tag eously adopted among civilized persons. 
Some curious superstitions are also to be 
noted. 
If a person is sick, iron tools, such 
as ax es or kniv es, cannot be used in the 
house. 
Upon a man’s g rav e his sled is 
placed, but broken to pieces, and his ky ack 
meets similar usag e.

Buddb is 
the result of ingrafting the doctrines *»i that 
faith ujKjn the paganism which hod formerly 
prevailed among the people. Their religion 
now emb races the b elief in Buddha Sakymuna

power, his heaven of perfect rest—the 
vana"—the pagan demons, evil spirits, ghosts, 
witches and the b elief in the supernatural 
powers of certain animals. 
Buddha is conceded b y all to have lived on 
earth from 500 to GOD years b efore the Chis- 
tian era. The Buddhists say he was the sort 
of a virgin w if«* named Maya, from a divine* 
conception; that his coming aiul redemption 
of the world was foretold; that the ruler of 
the country in which the mother lived sought 
her life to prevent th«* fulfillment of the proph­
